On the face of it, it is the com- 
position of an utterly illiterate writer, both 
as to composition and spelling, and in every 
point of view. It is abusive in its terms, 
and it contains these words :— 

You are going to be shot yourself, so look out. 
Is old Bob still on rum? You seem very fond of 
the police. Mind, I give you one more chance; your 
life is in danger. 

As I said before, the letter is abusive in 
its character, and these words, though some 
tof them standing by themselves might be | 
read to be merely a watning, are capable of 
the construction put upon them by the com- 
lainant.

“Looking at the 
he says, “ Í think the writing is dis- 
guised ’’—in other words, it is dissimilar. He 
also compares the formation or different 
letters, and says: “I have come to the con- 
clusion that though dissimilar it is written 
by the writer of the other letters.’’ Well, I 
need hardly tell gentlemen if your experi- 
encé that you are not going to try this case. 
All you have to do is to say whether a 
prima facie case has Leen made. by the pro- 
secutor. The test of that is, taking the evi- 
dence laid beforesyou on behalf of the prose- 
cution by itself, unanswered by any evidence 
preduced on behalf of the defence, do you 
consider that it leads to the conclusion of 
guilt. If so, there ima prima facie case which 
ought to be investigated by the proper tri- 
bunal—namely, a petty jury. f not, of 
course, there is no such case, and vour ¢cuiv 
would be to throw out the bill.

The Naval Debate. 


None but the most patrioti¢ motives, 
we may believe, impelled ‘Coloriel Churchill 
to the slashing attack which he made on 
the Board of Admiralty in yesterday's de- 
bate on the Navy Estimates. We must 
regret, however, that a military officer, even 
though he be an ex-First Lord of the 
Admiralty, should conceive it to be any 
part of his function in time of war to 

assail the policy of his successors on 
the Board from his place in the 
| House of Commons. In his work at 
the Admiralty, both during the years of 
preparation before the war and during its 
earlier ‘stages, Mr. Churchill had no 
warmer admirer than ourselves. | We 
treated his defence in connection with the 
Dardanelles ‘operations, on which no final 
judgment will be possible until the full 
facts are in our possession after the war, 
with the utmost respect and consideration. 
We feel ourselves the more free, therefore, 
to regret his intervention with what he 
called “a: jarring note” in yesterday s 
debate. The phrase was more aptly chosen 
than he probably intended: for we are 
confident that this ‘intrusion of personali- 
ties into the conduct of the naval war will 
jar acutely upon the public temper. 
Colonel Churchill disclaimed any intention 
to strike a note of reproach, or censure, 
or panic, or of anything Sut: warning ; 
but no one who reads his speech can agree 
that he kept it within the limits of his 
intention, - He asserted that the present 


failing, to execute punctually the building 
programme laid down by, the Board over 
which he presided. He accused it of de- 
parting, to the Navy's detriment, from the 

‘rough, harsh, and even violent” methods 
by which he succeeded in 
necessary work done in the shipyards.

In the next place," whether it is 
justified. or not, is it expedient that it 
should be made by an ex-First Lord in the 
House of Commons? The purposes which 
Yolone! Churchill has in view, whether they 
‘are legitimate or not, will not be served by 
speeches in Parliament. All that can 
result from them is a certain comforting 
of the King’s enemies by the spectacle of 
divided. counsels in our naval policy, and 
a certain disturbance of public opimon at 
home over a matter in which it is pecu- 
liarly « sensitive. li it is any part of 


public controversy upon the respective 
qualifications of flag officers, it is an object 
which cannot be too strongly deprecated. 
We do not propose to discuss the profes 
sional merits of Lord Fisher or any other 


of an impertinence for laymen to intrude 
upón a question on which no opinion is ot 
the smallest value except nava! opinion. 
We have in Mr” Balfour's speech yesterday 
the assurance’ that the relations of the 
Board of Admiralty with the high officers 
in active command are of the most intimate 
and cordial description. oe is the 
freest exchange of ideas, and, so far as 
the strategy or tactics of the mhar forces 
under their command are concerned, thet 
has never been the smallest difference iú 
opinion between the various admirals and 
the Board of Admiralty. “Just as the 
Admiralty feel supreme confidence in the 
capacity, devotion, and public spirit. of 
the commanders,” said Mr. Balfour, ' so 
my nayal colleagues on the Board possess 
the confidence of the Fleet."’ Never in 
our history has. there been a closer 
and fuller accord between Whitehall and 
the Fleet at sea; and, if Sir John Jellicoe 
and his colleagues afloat are satisfied with 
the direction of affairs on shore by Sir 
Henry Jackson and his colleagues at the 
Admiralty, the public will be pardoned 
for prefer¥ing the opinion of its most ex- 
perienced active commanders to that of 
Colonel Churchill. He would have done 
the country a better servic if he had con- 
tributed from his wide knowledge to a 
question which is not primarily naval, but 
political—the conduct by the Government 
of the blockade of Germany. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Balfour had 

to make his statement on the Estimates 
hon. and not after, the delivery ‘of this 
criticism. His: statement ‘was occupied 
largely by a eulogy of the Navy's 
magnificent achievement in the war— 
a eulogy which we are. sure that 
Colonel Churchill would be the first 
to endorse, though his intervention is cal- 
culated to distract public attention from a 
record of devoted. service to which the 
nation has never done full justice. Mr. 
Balfour is able to understand public 
anxiety over the capacity of the Navy to 
continue this great achievement to the end. 

Anxiety is natural; for on the basis of 
the Fleet the whole ‘Alliance depends, and- 
all military successes are founded. What 
Mr, Balfour is unable to understand is.

Trade After War. 


It would seem that the Prime Minister 
failed to: grasp the importance of the sub- 
ject which was brought before him yester- 
day by a deputation from the Chambers of 
Commerce of the United Kingdom. The 
need of a plan for’ the defence of British 
trade and employment after the war was 

endorsed at a great meeting at the Guild- 
hall in January. The recent gathering 
of the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
went further: it suggested actual measures 
of defence. It called for the establish- 
ment of a Ministry of Commerce and for 
a bond of preferential tr@ie between Great 
Britain, her Dominions, and her Allies— 
in other words, for a readjustment of our 
whole economic policy to the new facts 
created by the war. This demand, together 
with the announcement that the Allied 
Ministers of Trade and Commerce are about 
to confer in Paris, has provoked much 
‘satisfaction in France and Russia. . The 
Novoe Vremya declares that the Allies have. 
discovered at last “ the true Achilles's heel 
of German militarism.” Even more signi- 
ficant is the uneasiness of the German 
Press. The Hamburger Nachrichten as 
seriously alarmed by the prospect of real 
opposition to that tariff system which 
enabled Germany, during the last ten 
years, “ to conquer the world market in a 
way that had never been imagined.” Sir 
Algernon Firth pointed out yesterday 
the valuable effect which “the firm 
announcement of a strong’ commercial 
policy against Germany " would have on 
the moral of the whole German people.

‘Peemium Bonds. 


A new War Loan is in the offing, and 
many are the expedients pressed upon the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer for the in- 
suring of its success. The idea that the 
Loan should take the form (at least, in 
part) of an ‘issue of “premium” or 

“bonus” bonds wins increasing support 
| in financial circles... To such a plan there 
is only one objection, but that is one 
which must have great weight—the objec- 
tion on moral grounds to any scheme in- 
volving an element of chance. The argu- 
ments by which it is sought to overcome 
this: objection are numerous. In the first 
place, there is general agreement that an 
issue of premium bonds would attract the 
class of the population which has failed, 
so far, to respond to the call for the in- 
vestment of its savings in the State 
fund. The small investor; writes one 
advocate of the scheme, will be. quite 
satisfied with three per cent. interest 
on his money. ‘What difference can 
four, five, or even six per cent. make to 
him when all his capital is fhe meagre 
result of his small earnings? For the 
great adventure he will willingly subscribe, 
but not for an extra pound sterling per 
annum.” A distinction is drawn, how- 
ever, between premium bonds and lottery 
bonds. Ih the case of the former the in- 
vestar does not run the risk of losing the 
money paid for them. His principal is 


nary bond. He merely accepts a lower 
rate of interest in consideration of the 
chance of winning a big prize. The 
Exchequer is not at the loss of the money 
paid in prizes, because a fund more than 
ample for the purpose can be provided out 
of the-difference between the ordinary rate 
of interest on money and the specially low 
rate at which the premium bonds would be 
issued. The ordinary investor, of course, 
prefers a straightforward, long- -dated issue 
of the usual type, yielding the proper 
current rate of interest.

THE ATTACK ON WRECKED 
SUBMARINE. 

The next e of German methods is 
that of the British submarine wrecked on the 
Danish coast and fired on by a German de- 
stroyer. The result of ‘‘ thorough investiga- 
tion’’ in thie case has been to convince the 
German authorities that the firing on the 
stranded and ‘helpless vessel was only the 
final episode in an engagement between the 
destroyer and the submarine. His Majesty's 
Government find it difficult to believe that 
this story was based upon the report of any } 
responsible German cer. In any case, it 
is wholly untrue. There was no engagement. 
The British submarine had been four hours 
on shore before the German destroyers at- 
tacked her. She was quite defenceless, and 
her crew, in endeavouring to save them- 
selves, were shot at in the water by machine 
guns and shrapnel. This incidént took place 
in the presence of the Danish destroyers and 
can be proved by superabundant testimony, 
both British and neutral. 

At what value, after this, are we to rate a 
“thorough investigation ” as thoroughness is 
practised by the German authorities, in the 
last case referred to? The German Govern- 
ment appear to have completely mistaken the - 
issue raised by His Majesty’s Government in 
their previcus Note. To sink a merchant 
vessel without examining whether she is a 
lawfukprize, to compel the passengers and 
crew. to leave their ship and enduré all the 
hardships and dangers of a voyage in open 
boats over stormy seas seems to His Majesty's 
Government to be always illegal, often cruel, 
and sometimes murderous. 

This procedure, nevertheless, represents the 
high water mark of German humanity in their 
conduct of submarine warfare, and it was 
not, therefore, proposed to refer it to a tri- 
bunal designed to deal with three simul- 
taneous outrages of peculiar atrocity. Among 
these was the treatment meted out to the 
Ruel.

PIGEONS AMONG THE RUINS. 

The pigeons, which were flying in uneasy 
circles above the cathedral, seemed to be 
curiously disturbed by the bombardment. As 
a general rule, birds seem to regard bombard- 
ment as a natural cataclysm to be suffered 
since it cannot be prevented. At Soissons the 
jackdaws of the cathedral have wh accus-

At Nieuport there is a variety of bird life 
that cannot be found in France, and the birds 
there are, so far as one can see, entirely con- 
tented with their lot. Perhaps, it may be 
that the pigeon is more domesticated, and, 
ore, suffers with the sufferings of the 
men who feed it. Anyhow, the pigeons of 
Verdun have not yet grown accustomed to 
the noise of the German bombardment. 
Despite the German shells, the French gen- 
darmes keép a good watch in Verdun. There 
is no pillaging, and the refugees who, in their 
hurry, left their house windows open and 
doors unlocked can sleep easy as to the con- 
tents of their houses, except in so far as an 
enemy projectile may reduce them to powder. 
Just near one of the gates there is a house 
of which the shutters have not been closed and 
the wigdow ig still open. «It seems that 
just before the evacuation the owner of that 
ouse had some special occasion to celebrate.

DISTRIBUTION OF MEDALS.

LORD MAYOR AND THE.TREASURY 
GRANT. 


The annual distribution of medals and 
certificates to the successful pupils of the 
Royal Irish Academy of Music, Westland 
row, Dublin, took place last evening in the 
Antient Concert Rooms. The prizes were dis- 
tributed by the Lord Mayor of Dublin, and 
the Governors present were :—Sir John Irwin, 
J.P.; Major A. Whewell, and Messrs. A. R. 
Foot, Wm. Ireland, J.P., and Clyde Twelve- 
trees 

The Lord Mayor, as senior Vice-President 
of the Academy, in the absence of the Pre- 
sident, the Lord Lieutenant, expressed his 
oe at being identified with the function. 

e mentioned that it was through the fore- 
sight of one of his predecessors, Alderman 
Valentine Dillon, acting in conjunction with | 
the late Siz Francis Brady, that the proceeds 
of the Coulson Bequest, amounting to over 
£477 per annum, were made available for the 
Academy, and by the scheme, which was pre- 
pared under the Educational Endowments 
Act in 1889, the Dublin Corporation had the 
right of appointing eight members on the 
overning body. They were all pleased at the 
Ea of the recent attempt by the Treasury 
officials to deprive that Academy, the only 
institution of its kind in Ireland, of the smail 
Government grant of £300 per annum. He 
trusted that when this dreadful war was 
over, and a new order of things was estab- 
lished in Ireland, this valuable old Academy. 
would receive a much larger grant, and one 
more in keeping with its excellent and useful 
work. (Hear, hear.) He understood that 
many who had received their musical educa- 
tion in that Academy were now occupying 
foremost positions in the professional world, 
not only in Ireland, but also in Great Britain 
and abroad, (Applause.) One of the lessons 
of the war was to show that it was no longer 
necessary to send young people to Germany 
and other foreign countries to receive an 
education which they could obtain in Ireland 
quite as efficiently and at much less cost. 
Seeeeh) He was glad to learn that the 

overnors had for some years been in the 
habit of holding examinations in various loca] 
centres in Ireland, and he trusted that this 
department would be so extended that it 
would be no longer necessary for non-pupils of 
the Academy in the Irish provinces to submit 
themselves to the examiners sent to Ireland 
by institutions which did not possess the 
same status as that of the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music. (Hear, hear.) It was 
gratifying to know that the number of pupils 
in the Academy had continued to increase, 
and that the Governors had acquired two 
houses adjoining the existing premises in 
order to provide additional class-rooms. He 
hoped that when money was more plentiful 
they would be able to carry out such struc- 
tural alterations as would make the Academy 
building worthy of Dublin and of Ireland. 
(Applause. )

“The Face of Europe.’’—At the Royal

united with these at the angle of the Black Forest.

Food Charts.—Professor T. Johnson gave a 
demonstration on the Langworthy food charts on 
exhibition in the Botanical Division in the Nationa! 

These charts are issued by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, and were 
lent by the Museum to the recent Dublin Civi: 
Exhibition. There are 15 of them, and they show 
in @ striking manner the value from both the body 
and the pocket point of view of the various articles 
of diet in everyday use. It was mentioned that the 
cost of cooking oatmeal fpr porridge could be re- 
duced to almost nothing by the use of the kind of 
hay-box on exhibition. It was mentioned that the 
creameries are now treating skim milk as farmers 
treated farmyard manure 100 years ago—throwing 
it away. By sending minute bubbles of air through 
skim milk, as by the Ebrill process, the casein of 
the skim milk is recovered, and when added to 
bread it strengthens the staff of life enormously 
7 wan with @ little buttet it becomes a perfect 
vod. 

Industrial Schools,—Respecting an applica- 
tion to have a boy sent to an industrial school 
Mr. Drury, addressing Mr. Burke, Assistant Law 
Agent for the Dublin Corporation, said it was re 
ported that Mr. Burke had said that the Dublin 
streets were being cleared of children in the in- 
terests of industrial schools, and that there were 
three persons responsible for this.

RESTRICTED EXPENDITURE, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
LONDON, Tre8spay. 

The eighty-third annual] report of the Com- 
missioners of Public Works, Ireland, was 
issued to-day as a Blue Book. The report is 
somewhat belated,for it is for the year ending 
March 31, 1915. The war had its effect on 
the Board, for one of its members, Mr. Han- 
son, was detached for service in the War 
Office, and lately in the Ministery of Muni- 
tions, while an unstated number of members 
of the clerical staff have been lent to those 
two departments. 

EFFECTS. OF THE WAR. 

Every branch of the business of the Board 
has, of course, been affected directly or in- 
directly by the war, but the effect was not 
felt immediately, except in the case of works 
architectural or engineering, and of supplies 
The prices of many kinds of building ma- 
terials were largely increased, and there waa a 
general unwillingness or inability to enter into 
contracts involving materials for which mann- 
facturers would not make prices, except for 
the shortest periods, oreguarantee delivery. 
The difficulty of obtaining supplies of raw 
materials for certain manufactures—e.g., 
brushes—which were largely “dependent on 
foreign imports, and the increase in cost of 
preduction, raised questions with contractors 
whicht were in general settled without dith. 
culty., 

As regards building works, the programme 
in the Estimates for 1914-15 fortunately con- 
tained very few new works, and the Commis- 
sioners were able to arrange to proceed with 
those that could not be postponed, necessarily 
at some increase of cost, but without any 
abnormal. conditions. 

Harbour works at Buncrana, Rathmullen, 
and Burtonport, which the Board were to 
have carritd out from .contributions made 
from the Developmest Fund and by ‘the 
County Council, were unavoidably postponed 
owing to the war conditions prevailing on 
the coast of Donegal and the general 
necessity for restricting expenditure. As 
time went on this latter necessity made itself 
more and more felt, particularly in the 
Board's loan business. 

LOCAL LOANS. 

In the early days of the war loans to public 

bodies were- restricted to purposes of urgency, 
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which . offered ‘also the advantage of giving 
employment. With the rapid and enormous 
increase in the numbers of the armed forces 
of the country, and the consequent with- 
drawal of men from civilian industries whilst 
at the same time the vast supplies of all kinds 
required for the Army created new “ 
for workers, the necessity of providing em- 
ployment by means of public works ceased 
to exist, and local loang were a ingly 
restricted to objects that could not be post- 
oned without direct danger to the public 

alth. Other loan services—such as loans for 
the improvement of agricultural holdings, 
glebe loans, loans for school resi ete.— 


were suspended for financial reasona. aette 
of the Lan
